Unprecedented Speed In Tunnel Work. 
In constructing the twin tube, known 
as the south trolley tuuuel, Mr. Jacobs 
Inv ented a new method. 
It should be 
ex plained here that In driv ing these 
tubes great cy lindrical shields are used 
of the ex act size of the la>re. 
These 
shields hav e a cutting edge In front 
and hinged doors in the forward bulk­ 
head, through which the dirt is taken 
out and remov ed. The shield is driv en 
forward by hy draulic power for a dis- 
ance of two feet at each shov e. Then 
a section of the tunnei wall, consisting 
of a ring of Iron two feet wide. Is bolt­ 
ed In behind the adv ancing shield. To 
ov ercome the great pressure of tho 
mud and the Immense weight of the 
riv er abov e, compressed air Is used, 
sometimes amounting to forty pounds 
pressure, or nearly three atmospheres. 
The new feature Introduced by Jacobs 
dispensed with taking out the dirt 
through the forward doors. 
In other 
words, he actually pushed the mud out 
of the way In the same mauuer that 
the soil Is pushed aside by a stake 
driv en Into the earth.

It rendered the 
work slow and dangerous. Now the 
peril is largely eliminated, and more 
rapid progress can be made than 
through any other sort of material. 
Under the new method Mr. Jacobs did 
not ex actly go into a hole and pull the 
hole In after him, but he did go into a 
hole and push the hole ou ahead of 
him.

These two trolley tunnels are now 
being driven u nder th e streets of New’ v 
York. Here again Jacobs has shown 
superiority ov er old methods. Instead* 
of disturbing the surface and leav ing* 
the streets torn up, as was the case 
with the first su bway, he is boring his 
way far beneath th e surface of Six tJX 
av enue, and th ose abov e unless they 
read of It do not even know what Is 
goiug forward in th e underworld.
